HE first impulse for women’s clubs as such in America, 
arose from an interest in literature, but as the club 
idea has broadened, every field of endeavor has found 


a fostering care in the women’s clubs of our country. In 


1904, the General Federation appointed its first Standing 


Committee on Literature, and the Literary Session and Con- 


ference at the St. Paul Biennial, in 1906, have indelibly im- 
pressed the value of this part of club life upon the minds of 
the club women of America. 

The Literature Committee G. F. W. C. (1906- 08), have 
issued this month, in the official bulletins (see page, 
February Keystone), a formal plan for the general use of 
club women interested in this subject. It is hoped that this 
plan may stimulate all club women to a keener appreciation 
of the value of literature in the average home. Closely 
allied to literature is the great fundamental subject of educa 
tion. The Education Committee G. F. W. C. (1906-08), 
presented plans for this subject for club women in the

The cry for mechanical and indnatrial training in our 
public schools is but an answer to this apparent need in our 
national lite, for mechanical training does not admit of care- 
less or unfinished work; the deviation of a hair’s breadth 
from the original plan will put the whole structire out of 


gear, and there are few short cuts in the are of detail — 


in work with non-plastic material. — 
Tonnes 3 is the attribute of the trained mind, hand, 
eye or ear. It stands for civilization, culture and refine- 


‘ment. And more, too. Thoroughness has a moral influ- 
ence on life. 


Accuracy in work, in words, makes for 
accuracy in life. The thorough person is apt to be’ the 
truthful person ; the man mindful of details i is apt to be the 
honest man. 

Pioneer life could not take time to enjoy thoroughness, 
but the day of the pioneer in America is fast passing away, 
and we will soon no longer have this excuse for our disre- 
gard for details. | 

The tie between the old world and the 1 new grows closer 
every day, and more and more are we brought face to face 
with the methods and the manner of that older civilization 
from which ours has sprung. We have blazed many new 
trails for ourselves, but there are many old world methods 
we would do well to look into and apply to our American 
manner of life. Progress is a most praiseworthy attribute, 
but along with it might well be taken that old world custom 
of “thoroughness.”

So many questions; relative to the Fanevile Court, were 
asked by delegates to the recent Convention at Tallahassee, 


that I venture to present the following condensed facts, 


gathered from authoritative sources: The Juvenile Court is 
for juvenile offenders, under a certain age limit, said limit 
being fixed by country, state, county or city, where such 


Court convenes. The first Court went into operation July 


1st, 1899, at Chicago, and the basic principle of the law is 
this, “That no child under the age of 16 years shall be con- 
sidered or be treated as a criminal; that a child under that 


punished as a criminal. While the acts committed by them 
may be in themselves criminal offenses if committed by older 


persons at first offense, children shall not be branded as crim-

age shall not be arrested, indicted, convicted, imprisoned or ~ 


inals at the opening years of their life. Children are divided 


into two classes, dependent and delinquent ; the former being 


those without suitable homes or guardianship; the latter 
those who violate laws or ordinances of state, city or vil- 


lage, or an incorrigible, who knowingly does the same. The 
_ case of each child brought into Court, as developed step by 


step, is shown upon the Court record. The case is con- | 
ducted in open Court, but with little formality. The idea 

of punishment is eliminated. Efforts are made by the | 
Judge to do unto the child as you would wish another to do” 
to yours; to make the offender feel that the good people of 
the State have an interest in “him, and want to help him. 
The essence of the law, as administered, is formation, not _ 
reformation. A change of environment of the offender and 
a parental care exercised by the State, rather than the crimi- 
nal power. Punishment will never reform; it only tends 
to harden, to embitter; the saving, and not the punishment 
or restraint of the child, has been the underlying principle, 
so that in most cases, judges have felt it their duty to give 
the child at least one chance, and try it on parole. During 
this parole, probation officers, volunteer or salaried men 
and women, keep in close personal touch with the child. 
Another phase of the working results of Juvenile Courts 
has been the light cast on cases of children brought into 
Court. Where it has been clearly shown that lack of proper 
surrounding, social and parental responsibilities, are the - 
starting point of the transgression, and the juveniles are not 
the real offenders. Laws, therefore, have been drawn in 
some of the states, making parents and guardians per- 
sonally responsible for moral delinquencies of children in 
such cases. Hence, it will be seen that the function of the 
Court is educational, not only educating the child, but the 
community. The true methods of the Juvenile Court are 
best stated in the words of Judge Lindsay, oi Denver, viz: 
“The best way to reform a boy waywardly disposed is ‘first 
to understand him. Get inside of him, and see things 
through his eyes; understand his motives; have sympathy 
and patience with his faults so far as you can and be just, 


_ remembering that more can be accomplished through love, 


than by any other method.”

Tue NATIONAL Pure Foop BitL, for which we labored 
last year, is an accomplished fact. It is now known and 


referred to on the statute books as the Food and Drug Act, 


June 30, 1906, and it went into effect Jan. 1, 1907. 


To the buyer of food it guarantees the true label on bot- 


tle, can, and other package. For medicine, it requires on the 
label a statement as to the amount of dangerous and habit- 
forming drugs that the compound may contain. Meat 


inspection can be obtained by any abattoir with an accom- 


panying certificate that allows the meat to be sold outside 
of the State in which it was produced. 

The national law has lifted a great burden from the buyer. 
It remains for us now to read our labels with care and to 
cultivate discernment as to the quality and flavor of different 
brands of food. ‘We must also keep up our interest in the 
question by noting the enforcement of the law, and the inter- 
pretation of its provisions as cases come up for trial, and 
especially should we note on what points the United States 
law comes in conflict with the law of our own State. 

Your committee recommends that the work of women 
interested in pure food should be directed for the next two 
years to the improvement of :— 
1. The milk supply. 2. The sanitary enon of mar- 
kets and provision stores.

S. Walker, the Secretary, has been indefatigable in her 
efforts to further the work. Her good judgment, method 
and attention to every detail has been invaluable, especially 
in the summer, when most of the ladies were away, leaving 
much upon her. 

Our friendly visitors have been of great value. They 


_ took with them nourishment, various needed comforts, and 


sometimes spent hours, enabling the nurse to devote more 

_ time to very ill patients, taking charge and giving rest to 
the tired mother; but more, can words express the value of 

sympathy, kindness and love to the suffering and weary? 


Through the Gage fund, seventy-five garments were 
made. I regret to say twenty-one are still unsold. This 


_work is much sought in summer, when there is no work to _ 


be had. 

We appreciate very much the general interest and liberal 
contributions given; the confidence thus manifested in the 
management is most encouraging and gratifying. In 


closing, I sincerely thank the Board, and all who have as- — 
sisted in contributing to the success of the work.

BOOK REVIEWS 


“CHARLESTON: THE PLace AND THE Peoprre,” by Mrs. St. Julien Rave- 
nel, of Charleston, S. C., has recently been published by the Macmillan 
Company as an addition to their series of American Cities. Philadelphia, 
by Agnes Repplies; New Orleans, by Grace King, and Boston, by M. 
A. DeW. Howe. The special interest aroused in Charleston through Mr. 
Wister’s “Kingsport,” in “Lady Baltimore,” evidently decided the pub-

- Charleston from its settlement, in the reign of Charles II., to its fall, in 
1865. It is not a history so much as a series of traditions, memoirs and 


personal recollections of the City. Mrs. Ravenel, as the author of “Life 


of Eliza Pinckney” and “Life and Times of William Lowndes,” has 
devoted a great deal of her time to the study of the history of several 
prominent families in Charleston, and, thus. equipped, has produced an 


interesting collection of facts about the past history of this _ |

It is a remarkable “first book,” and it is hard for the reader to 
realize that the author had not reached her 18th year when this book 
was finished. Another remarkable fact about this novel is that Miss 


Bowen has never been in Italy, while one of the chief charms of the 


book is its wonderful local colour. The book was written as an amuse- 
ment, with no thought of having “a dewey but Miss Bowen’s mother, 
a writer of popular serials, realized that it contained work of promise 
and took steps towards its publication.
